In our Apri Issue’ we were able 
to publish the-.fact that in -the 
previous jonth.- 14. motor ships, 
totalling 117,000 tons gross, had 
been ordered, against: 1} steamers 
of 27,000 tons gross says.the June 
Motor Ship. In May, in publishing 
Lloyd’s Shipbuilding Returns, it 
was shown that,- -during the: first 
quarter of the year there had been 
a decrease. in “the ‘tonnage -of 
steamers under: construction: and 
an. increase’ in ahat of motor 
vessels, .

the same period. Incidentally, in 
connection with the numerous 
orders which have been concluded, 
it is once afaitt satisfactory to re- 
cord that most of them have been 
allocated to British yards, for 
eight of the thirteen ships referred 
to are to. be constructed in this 
country, There is little question 
that among the contracts that have 
been concluded this year the num- 
ber of internal-combustion-engined | 
ships greatly exceeds ‘that of 
steamers, and that, as time goes 
on, the preponderance will become 
greater and greater. Asthe chaire 
man of Vickers, Ltd., remarked. a 
few days ago, shipowners are now 
turning towards the motor vesscl, 
and it was his view that this 
type of ship would be predominant 
in the future, 

The real proof of the motor 
vessel, in comparison with the 
steamer is seen in the policy of 
shipowers who have gained. ‘ex- 
perience with both classes, ff, 
after this experience has been 
obtained, the new vessels are in- 
variably motor ships, even the most. 
conservative shipowner or shipbuil- 
der cannot cavil at tho statement 
that the oil-engined vessel is com- 
mercially, the more economical,, 
and that it will ultimately replace 
the steamship. We have already 
given many instances. of 
shipowning companies which have 
sold or are gradually selling al) 
their steamers, and are replacing 
them by motor ships. The: ex- 


‘} perience of the Dutch firm, the 


Rotterdam Lloyd..S.S. Co., is in- 
terestirg’ in this connection: In 
the annual report, which | was 
published last month, it was stated 
that their first motor ship, “ Kedoe” 
ran over 62,000 miles without a 
single mishap, and that the “ worke 
ing expenses were considerably 
lower than for a steamer of 
the same carrying capacity.” A 
néWw motor passenger liner’ was 
necessary, and, as a result of care~ 
ful consideration by the directors, 
they became convinced that the 
question of ship’ propulsion, by 
internal-combustion engines “had 
been completely solved, both 
technically and commerciall$.” 
Whilst the cost of a motor ship is 
higher than that of a steamer, the 
Rotterdam Lloyd decided, in view 
of their experience, to order a new 
motor passenger ship, rather than 
a steamedriven vessel. 

It is impossible on any grounds 
torefute testimony of thissort. As 
their first duty shipowners haye to 
earn the maximum profit, and, 20 
matter how interesting a ‘technical 
development may be, it can carry. 
little weight unless it also repre- 
sents a commercially profitable 
investment. We think the events 
of the past five months have 
proved perhaps even — more 
definitely than ever before, - that, 


elapart from a very few excep- 


tions in the case of special trades, 
the motor ship, in sizes up_ to 
20,000 tons, will provide the ship- 
owner with a far higher return on 
his capital than any class of 
steamer. Considerably more than 
half of the ships now being ordered 
are to be fitted with internal- com-' 
bustion engines. Within the next 
year or two there is every reason 
‘to believe that the proportion will 
be much higher.
